A NEW AMERICAN STORY. 

Maz Mappsx. By Many Mcrnpocn Mason. With 
an Introductory Poem by Joaquin Mituger, Chi- 
cago: Jansen, MoClarg & Co., 1876, 

There is reason to believe, and pleasure in the 
thought, that the “‘commg American novel,” of 
which we have heard so much these late ycars, 
will not be a large volame. The tendency of 
American story-writers is, fortanaiely, in the 
other direction, and the comparative brevity of 
their productions has proved so popular that it 
will scarcely be abaodomed. The English novel- 
ists are all expected to write in three volumes 
for the use of the creulating libraries. An 
Eoglish novel must be ong-drawn-out to corre- 
spond to tne traditioml model. We presume 
that Richardson's * Carissa Harlowe” was the 
Original of the modern Eoglish novel, and it is 
80 long that condensededitions have to be pre- 
pared for American use. Wedonot doubt that 
the most enthusiastic readers of Dickens and 
Thackeray have sometimes wished that “ Bleak 
House” had been diviled into two subjects, and 
‘*The Virgipiaus” hal distributed their favors 
instead of gathering them into one volume; 
Pendennis himse!t beromes tedious occasionaliy, 
by reason alone of the extreme length of 
his history. America: story-teliers have taken a 
new departure. The contens themselves with 
one episode in a lite, & summer's vacation, a 
trip to Europe, cone ‘amily instead of a dozen, 


and so we have prety little l6mo volumes in 
large type that one may readin an evening, io- 
stead of great, cumbersome ducdecimos with 
print that tries onég eyes and text that tries 
one’s patiepce. m. 

“Mae Madden ”is an American story of the 
modern kind. lt does nct undertake to span the 
hves of several generitions of several different 
persons that cross exh other's path from time 
to time, with dire consequences to both parties ; 
but it is a sprightly aecount of a trip to Earope, 
iu which some young people saw much, but 
nothing they liked # well as themselves, and 
which, therefoie, resulted in two Marriages. 
‘lhe scene is iaid mostly in Kome, though 
diverted for a mort time by a bold 
and brilliant little episode to the more 
romantic surroundings of Naples and Sorrento. 
Mae Madden isa hereine who does not divide 
the hovo:s with any @e. Soe is a # star ” part, 
80 tospeak. The diamatic unities of the story 
are so remarkably wel preserved that she is not 
lost to the reader ia s single page, and every- 
where ai rests the attention, though there are two 
o.her prominent lovers in the plot. If the reader 
does not like the chaacter of Mae Madden he 
will not enjoy the book, but we can scarcely 
conceive of this. Sh is an impulsive little crea- 
ture who rebels against straignht-lacing aod the 
poky old proprieties of Anglo-Saxon etiquette ; 
but she i# something more than the frivolous 
flirt into which such 4 character is too likely to 
degenerate. Mac ins a bright face and a 
merry heart, bu she bas also good 
principles, strong felings, fine intellect, and 
true womanly loyalty as the denouement shows. 
It 1s evident that thewriter wasin fuil sympathy 
with the pait she hassketcbed, and pone but 4 
woman, we think, culd have sustained it with 
80 unique a combinaion of vivacity ana charac- 
ter. bether readng, writing, or talking ; 
whether describiug an old pic.ure or a modern 
dress; whether in melting mood or a flash of 
anger; whetber revelling against the social 
chain which bound ler down, or giving way to 
the drear loneliness >f one who believes herseif 
not understood by those, about her; whether 
dreaming or sparrins,—Mae Madden is certainly 
& piquant and charning Little creature, and the 
world would be theappier if there were more 
hke her. :

The Millennial celebration which occurred in 
Iceland in the summer of 1874 lifted that remote 
and isolated island into a conspicuous place in 
the world's vision, which it has not yet altog 
lost. An account of the proceedings by which 
the Icelanders commemorated the thousandth 
anniversary of the settlement of their couttry 
was prioted in the English and American news- 
papers at the time, and was afterwards preserved 
in book form by the distinguished traveler and 
special correspondent, Bayard Taylor. These let- 
ters, combining with notes of currentincidents a 
good deal of the bistory of the past and present 
of Iceiand, were the means of giving many read- 
ers the first intelligent understanding of the 
situation of an extraordinary people. Being of 
® popular character, suited to the uses of the 
multitude, they did not, however, exhaust the 
interest of their subject, but left much to be 
said which the cutious-minded would be glad to 
know, 

The party of Americans which witnessed the 
impressive ceremonies of Iceland’s jubilee em- 
braced five active spirits, one of whom was Prof. 
Kneeland, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Techoology, who seized the occasion offered not 
only to satisfy the ordinary inquisitiveness of 
the tourist in a strange country, but to acquire 
® store of facts for the especial information of 
science. After the completion of nis journey, 
Prof. Kneeland used the materials he had col- 
lected in Iceland, and from the various writers 
who had visited and studied the region before 
him, in the preparation of a series of lectures 
delivered before the Lowell Institute. The 
knowledge which he had thas brought together 
from these different sources was carefully elab- 
orated,and preseuted in the most exact and com- 
plete manner. Since the attention of travelers 
and bistoriavs was first drawn to Iceland, now 
about 100 years ago, a more compact and com- 
prebensive treatise upoa the physical conforma- 
tion of the island, the characteristice of its in- 
habitants, their career during the centuries gone 
by, aud their present condition and prospects, 
bas not been presented to American readers. 

The information conveyed is so highly con- 
densed that an abstract would necessarily be 
almost a reproduction of ihe work. We therefore 
shall touch upon merely two or three points io 
the narrative which are of striking interest. The 
Professor was profoundly impressed with the 
desolaie, dreary character of the scenery of Ice- 
land, which was composed of barren, rugged 
rocks thrown up from the seain eariv ages by 
termbie convulsions, of broad wastes of fissured 
lava bare of vegetation, of volcanic mountains 
with summits white with snow, and of scanty 
patches of verdure in summer enameled with 
beautiful flowers, but everywhere destitute of 
trees. A single represeutative of the forests of 
other lands exists 1p the north part of the island. 
lt is a moontain-ash, 26 feet high, aud bearing a 
scanty crop of leaves. In wiocter its branches 
are fastened to the roof of 8 bouse for protec- 
tion from the wind, ita roots are covered 
with straw, and its young shoots wrapped in 
wool to preserve them from the cold! Rareiy a 
few etinred birches, not above 5 feet high and 
with stems like & man’s wrist, grow in particu- 
arly sheltered places, 

“From what I bave seen of it,” says rrof. 
Koeeland, ‘‘and from the observations of 
others, I must say that ‘diabolic’ or ‘devilish’ 
is the best epithet to express the character of 
the scenery.” Yethe goesontosay: ‘I can- 
not understand the statements of travelers, and 
very recent ones, too, that there is an entire 
absence of color in Iweeland; it seemed to me 
just the opposite. The silver pyramids of the 
jokule with their glittering manties of snow. 
the biack:ers of the lava, the goldea-hued bills 
in the suolight, the puiple shadows of precipices, 
the green of the fields near the sbore, the livid 
ity even of the storm-ciouds, the blue of the 
distant ocean and the still deeper hue of the 
sky, ahowed to my eyes the most etrilung and 
beautiful contrasie ; we might bave been, bow- 
evec, peculiarly fo.tupate in the weather.” 

lo one of his chapters, Prof. Kneeland informs 
us that about 700 Icelanders are now living in 
Noith America. Emigration from the island 
began in 1865, when a email party lef: their in- 
clement land and settled in Brazii. The colony 
bas since been increased to about 100 peisons. 
Seveaty Icelanders have taken up their abode 
in Nova Scotia, 330 in Ontario. and about fifty 
in Wisconsin. Among the emig:ants to America 
aie mentioned six men of schoiarly attainments: 
Prof. Jon Bjarpason, foimeriy a munister in 
Reykjavik, now Professor in Luther College, 
Decorah, la., and workivg with Prof. Anderson, 
of Madison, Wis., at a transiation of the Sagas ; 
the Rev. Puli Thorlaksson, pastor of the colony 
in Wisconsin, and a thorough Icelandic scholar ; 
and Jon Olafesoa, a poetand journalist, who 
has returned temporarily to Iceland to urge upon 
bis couvtrymen the subject of emigration. 
Besides these, there are three eminent spec- 
imeos of self-made men—Olafur Olafsson, 
Fridjon Fridrikssov, aud Sigtryger Jonasson — 
who are, like the other three, weli versed in the 
hteratures of Iceland, Denmark, Germany, 
Fiance, and England. With Americao history 
every ivelunder is as well acquainted as with his 
own. The interest in our coustry, created 
through its discuvery by the Norsemen in the 
tenth century, has continued unabated to the 
present time. 

About 230 Icelanders have very lately estab- 
lished a settlement in the Red River Valiey, 
which they will probably oame * Leifsiand "— 
in honor of Leif Exikson, who visited America in 
the year 1,000. The exteusive volcanic eruptions 
that desolated a iarge portion of the fertile dis- 
tricts of Iceland in the early part of the present 
year, have forced mang of the unforiu- 
pate imbabitants to consider the idea 
of emigration, an idea peculiarly re- 
pugoant to this remarkably patient, contented, 
aud home-loving people. ‘Efforts have been 
made to attract such as decide to leave their na- 
tive countries to the Aleutian Islands in Alaska, 
and also to the territory north of Manitoba, in 
bot of which regions the cimate is similar to 
that in which they have been bred. The respect- 
able character of the emigrants from Iceland 
causes them to be peculiarly welcome settiers in 
any new country. The Canadian Government,

of Commons, in 1570: “ The sixth stand- 
ard, our bighest, is below the lowest Saxon, 
Prussian, or Swiss standard, even for country 
schools.

This is the 
same economic error which Mr. Horace White 
lately elaborated in a letter on the English land- 
laws to ‘l'une Trrpone. Where land ig offered for 
sale in small lots, the poor will always outbid the 
rich. They are the weaithier class as a class, 
and they soon come ta occupy the soil where 
free competition prevails. France and Belgium 
are cases in points. 

The econogic roci. seems to be the bigrest of 
the three. The industrial decline is predicated 
on & trio of facts,—the comparatively speedy ex- 
haustion of all the coal and iron mines in En- 
giand that cao be worked cheaply, the deciine in 
the skill and conscientiousoess of British arti- 
eans,—a statemeot that recalis Carlyle’s recent 
fierce denunciation of shoddy workmanship and 
of the Briton’s daily prayer to Beelzebub, Father 
of Lies, to help» him to cheat in his work,— 
and the attraction of the stiperabundant 
capital of the couatry to otner lands. 
This exhaustion of natural’ forces. 
of labor, and of capital is certainly going on, and 
only time can show whether the inventions of 
science in m ning and transporting aod in labo® 
saving, and the decline of profitable demauds 
for Eoglish capitalin other countries, wil! suflice 
to counteract this process. Mr, Greg estimates 
that it will go on until emigration has reduced 
the population of England to 20,000,000 peragns, 
two-thirds of what it is eow, who will live in the 
“statlopary stace’’ wifich Mil! eulogizes so 
highly, the state in which the killing straggié 
for survival finds no place, in which man has 
plenty and is fairly content, in which the work- 
man can rest from his toil long enough to hear 
a bird sing without losing bis place in the great 
army that is fighting the battle of bread and 
butter. 

If Mr. Greg is correct, the divorce between 
religion and iteliect in Engiand is ainiost com- 
pleted. The former has lost its hold upon the 
latter. Opinions will differ upon the,, probable 
results of the divorce. One thing is c@rtain: If 
religion is a necessity of buman nature,—and 
there are proofs in plenty of this,—intellect wiil 
bot be permanently divorced fromit. The mind 
may throw away the husks of credéds, but it will 
retain the kernel of truth. John Stuart Mill, 
deprived in his youth by bis father of all faith, 
became in maphood the ablest defender the so- 
called ‘‘reiigion of bumanity” has ever had. 

We cannot close our reviow of a book which 
deserves to be read by every student of politics 
and history, and which has an especial interest 
for the American reader on account of the ap- 
pendices in relation to democracy and its alleged 
decadence in the United States. without express- 
ing our regret that the honored imprint of Os- 
good & Co. should appear upon such a miserable 
example of preas-work. The book is evidently 
printed frem old and worn-out plates. The lines 
are crooked ; the letters are blurred ; reference- 
marks are illegible; French accents are missing ; 
the punctuation is often barbarous; and occa- 
sionally whole words are left out. As & conse- 
quence of this last fact, we read, cn page 89: 
“ ¢ will they do thisandare they doing it? The 
ng ud mioing procees has been already com-ed, 
in practice as well as in theoretical teaching, he 
full scope,” ete. No publishers can afford to 
put for.h a book in such a shocking state.

Weare unable to congratulate the editor of 
this work— which is made up from the journals 
and papers left at the death of Mr. Andersson— 
upon the successful performance of his office. 
The biographical sketeh of the explorer, which 
should bave formed an introduction to the book, 
is referred. to the very conclusion, and, until 
that point is reached, the reader, in pine cases 
out of ten, will enffer from an uncomfortabie 
feeling of ignorance astowho Mr. Andersson 
definitely is, and what his previous 
experievce in African exploration has 
been. However extensively his  pre- 
vious books of travel may have circulated, 
this should be complete io itself, and at the very 
outset, present all the informaticn of its author 
needed to reader the frequent allusions to bis 
former career intelligible. In addition to the 
mismanagement io this direction, the editor 
gives frequent evidence of his incompetency, 
in a lack of method in the disposition of the 
separate portions of the narrative, and in the in- 
trusion of unnecessary, and therefore ‘imperti- 
nent, comments. Nevertheless, after these com- 
plaints have been put forward, it must in justice 
be said that the book is worth reading, and that 
several of its chapters are of considerable value. 

For the benefit of those who have vot met 
with ‘‘ Lake Ngami” or **The Ukayango River,” 
we remark tbat Mr. Andersson was «a 
Swede of gentle blood. His father was 
an Englishman of descent; bunt 
early in hfe young Andersson adopted 
bis mother’s name for family reasons. At tie 
age of 22 he visuted Engiand, and there joined 
Mr. Galton in an expedition boynd for South- 


“western Africa. The party landed st Cape Town 


in 1841, and, proceeding to Wolwich Bay, thence 
penetrated tbe Damaraland as far gs Ondonga, 
passing through the before-unkoownb country of 
Ovampoiand. At the conclusion of his expedi- 
tion, Mr. Galton returned tv Englavd, and pub- 
lished its results in anu interesting volume. 

Mr. Andersson meantime continued ia Africa, 
and in 1851 organized ao expedition to Lake 
Ngami; attne close of which he gave to the 
world ap account of both this and the former 
journey, in which be had taken # responsible 
part. His book was iseued in London in 1856, 
under his personal saperintendence, and imme~ 
diately procured him an honorabie recoguition 
as a skillful explorer and expert naturalist. Io 
1857 he returned to Africa, and shortly after con- 
ducted a second expedition into the interior. 
Ris purpose was now to reach the Curene River, 
and trace it to its source. Instead of the 
Curene, be etruck the Okavargo River, where

SNAKE-CHARMING IN IN DIA. : 
The Hindoos caiebrate many religious fetes in 


the course of the year, and one of the strangest 
ie the Festival of the Serpents. On the day set 
apart for its ceremonies, generally in July or 
August, when the cobra di capelia, the deadliest 
enake in India, -is most dangerous, the streets 
leading to the temples are thronged with people 
‘ dressed im holiday attire, and carrying cakes, 
toys, and statuettes of the gods to present as a 
votive offering to Krishna. The day is the an- 
niversary of that dn which Krishoa killed the 
great serpent Bindrabund, which was desolaling 
the banks of the Gumno, hence if is chosen as 
especialiy appropriate for the propitiatory serv- 
ices of the people, whe implore, as they deposit 
their gifts before the deity, preservation from 
the reptiles that lurk in every tangle and secret 
in Iodia. 

Long processions of women, draped in their 
flowing robes agd veils, traverse the streets 
chanting hymns and bearing offerings of suger 
and rice: Groups of palanquins, filled with Brah- 
min ladies, floating banners, blowing trumpets, 
and blazing torches, are seen iv every direction. 


spectacle. 


*« FP The important ceremony of the day takes 
place in an open square, whither are brought byt 


serpent-charmers hundreds of cobraa to-be fed 
with buffalp's mil, of which they are very fond. 
Pious Hindoos bring the lhquid in bowls, end 
the charmers carry the serpents in baskets be- 
fore them. As soon astheso are placed on the 
ground they plunge their heads in the Bowls 
and remain motionless while they drink the 
grateful fluid. After each bas passed the limit 
of induigence it is taken away to make room 
for another, and thus jhe feast goes on 
»>thrgughout the entire day. The ecob- 
are freely handled by the charmers, who 
show no fear at the rage of the reptiios when 
they are made to leave the bowl before their 
appetive ie sated. The angry creatares etretch 
up their beads and swell ont their hoods in 
their fury, but the charmer is proof against their 
yenom, and has no dread of their temper. 

On the evening of the festival the houses are 
illuminated, torchlight processions march aloag 
in lines of light. and the din of cymbais, tom- 
toms, and hautboys resounds or every side. 

The reptiies which the serpent-charmers carry 
about with them and use ip thew maumerabie 
tricks are harmless, having had the fangs ex- 
tracted, vet the most venomous snakes are hao- 
dled by these men with amazing fearlessness 
dexterity. M. Rousselet describes in bis travels 
andin * Native Indis’ asinguiar performance he 
once witnessed. Not finding a cobra in the coi- 
lection of a.conple of charmers who visived bis 
bungaiow, he asked the reason. ‘‘ What wouid 
be the use of troubling ourseives.” they said in 
reply, *‘ with a serpent which ®ve cap get when- 
ever it is needed ?

SPARKS OF SCIENCE, 
THE DEVIL-FISH., 

Prof. Kolimann, of Munich, has recently pub- 
lished au interesting account of the habéts of 
the Octopus, or devil-fieh, which he had the 
opportunity of observing in the aquarium of 
Dr. Dohrn, at Naples. Three of these buco 
cephalopods are confined in the same tank in 
the aquarium, and seem to be very much at ease 
in their confined quasters and in each other's 
society. From the firet, three lobsters have 
dwelt with them on the most amicable terms, 
but they suffer no further sdditions to the num- 
ber of their “happy family.” At one time a 
large lobster, of such size and strength that i¢ 
had been able to crush the ebell of a live turtie 
nearly 2 feet in length, was introduced into the 
tank. Immediately the largest devil-fish set 
upon the intruder with the utmost ferocity, but 
the lobster caught him by the arm and hela him 
with the grip of a vice. After 4 time the deyil- 
fisa recovered possession of his member, which, 
being of a subatance like whitleather, is not 
easily parted or injured. 

The contest between the two pugoacious par- 
ties being remewed day after day, the lobster 
was finally withdrawn from the company of the 
devil-fish and placed im an a@joining tank. But 
this was not the end of the matter. The devil- 
fish, bent on massacreing bis enemy, left the 
water, climbed over the partition separating 
him: from the lobster, and renewed his desperate 
assauite. He poe the victory this time, and, 
whea discovered by the attendant, was found to 
have slain the lobster amd literally tern it in 
halves. Prof. Kallmaun regards the act of the 
devi-fish in following hig adversary as indica- 
tive of more than instinct, of intelligence. 
Crustaceans form the chief food of the deyil- 
fish, aod the cravings of hunger probably slarp- 
ened his senses. ia bis pursuit of the Jobster. 

Other cephalopods placed in the tank with 
this trucuient devil-fish fared no better than the 
lobster, aod, if nos destroyed, were driven out 
of the water on to the dry recks above: Phe 
female octopus, according to the account of 
Prof. Kolimann, builds a nest of large stones, 
within wich she deposits her ergs and sits over 
them with the devotionofahen. During the 
period of ineubation she guards her eggs with 
great courage and resolution, as was proved in 
the efforta of the naturalist to obtain some for 
examination. The eggs were inclosed in a deli- 
eate horny envelope, bub were nearly free irom 
the glutinous secretion that thickly covers the 
ove of the cuitie-fish apd squid. The latter 
cephalopods do not gu their eggs, but fast 
them upon sef-weeds, reeds, and even strc 
and faggots, occurring mear the tend. These" 
look like elustess of black grapes, and the tradi- 
tien runs thatthe squid colors. them after they 
are extruded.

posed in aa opem box to the yapor of hydro 
chioric acid, became after some hours a beauti- 
ful carmine red, which they preserved if dried 
in the dark and kept in a dry, dark place. Prof, 
Gobba was led to these experiments by observ- 
ing that violet flowers assume a tint of grees 
when exposed to the smoke of a cigar, a result 
owing to the presence of ammonia iu the stoke. 
The nature of theses experiments is so simple 
that they may easily be repeated, and any ama- 
teur may procure the pleasure of perfuming 
them. 


SIGER A, 

It believed that, by the explorations of the 
recent Swedish Arciic expedition, a new and 
practicable route bas been discovered whereby 
ecommnnication and commerce may be sustained 
between Northern Europe and Siberia. The ex- 
pedition reached Siberia from Norway by way of 
Pet Straits (Jugorsky Shor) and the Sea of Kara. 
On ite return, Prof. Nordenskiold, commander 
of the expedition, with several companions, was 
left at the Yenesei make his way back to 
Sweden overland. His course was up the Yene- 
sei in a Nordiand boatto Geneserisk, and thence 
} aerons the ceantry. from Ekterigberg, on the 
eastern eiope of the Ural Mountains, news bas 
been received by the tiavelers who reached that 
point in safety. ‘the Professor says of 
the expedition, in a letter written at the 
Yonesei: “The athinment of the goal 
which we had rewhed had im “vaio 
heen attempted by tte great seafaring pa- 
tions for hundredg of vears. I am_ positive- 
ly convinced that a newcommercial road is now 
opened, the importance of which will readily be 
conceived by marking citon the map of Asia 
the large extent of river-waters embraced by the 
Obi, Irtish, and Yene@ei, with their tribu- 
taries,” 

At a late meeting of tire Russian Society for 
the Eocouragement of Commerce and Iodastry 
one of the members declared the journey of 
Prof. Nordenskiold “was one to be ranked in 
importance with the discovery of a new world 
asit wouldin all probability lead to tne estab 
ment ofa reguiar line of communication be- 
— Northern Europe and Siberia, and the 
Vist resources of the latter ceuntry would thus 
at lust fipd an outlet along ber great fluviatile 
waters.” 


DECREASE OF WATER. 

The Vienna Academy af Science has addressed 
to the scientific societies of Europe a circular, 
accompanied with au iastractive report, invit- 
ing them to unite in servations baying for 
their object a determination of the causes of 
the decrehse of waterin springs, rivers, and 
water-courses, Attention is called to thé fact 
that, for a certain pumbe .of years, the waters 
of the Danube and other Jarge rivers have been 
diminishing. The Ausiviae Engineers’ and 
Architects’ Union bave tsken up the same ques- 
tion, and have appointed a Aydrostatic Com- 
mission to collect fac® and prepare a report. 
Twe members will observe the Danube, the 
Eibe, and the Rhine, and two others will study 
the meteorology of the subject and the infinence 
that the Alpine glaciers md torrente may bear 
upon it. The Commissionregard the devastation 
Of the forests asthe piime canse of the disas- 
| trons decrease of Europes waters, and urge an 

immediate adoption of measures to remedy the 
evil.

We find the announcenent in Nalure that two 
members of the British Ornithologists’ Union 
have recently returned [rom avery successful 
expedition into Northeri Siberis.

Bosron, Nov. 28.—From the title of his lect- 
ure, the audience convened to hear Prof, Proo- 
tor expeetéda more extended review of the con- 
flict bebweew seience and religion then ha had 
hitherto provided, and they were not disappoint- 
ed. The historical portion of this review brought 
forward a classé of facta with which most of bis 
audience were, however, familiar. Little inthis 
Was startling, except the prophecy that theo!lo- 
gianes might some day be found fot on!¥ redoricil- 
ing Genesis with Darwinian theories, but strow- 
ing that the biological discoveries of the present 


day are fresh evidences of the inspiration of the | 


Scriptures: The latter part of the lecture waa 
more remarkable. The argumiedts designed to 
show that Mosaic laws and observances origina- 
ted in.astrological superstitions served to utilize 
some of the information on the latter stibject 
conveyed in his previous lecture. His theory as 
to certain Old Testameat miracles that involved 
the motion or revolution of the earth, and bis 
severe criticiam upon some of the practices 
taught by Moses, grated upon the ears of many 
hearera. 
THE LECTURE. 

Astronomy holds a somewhat exceptional po- 
sition in refation to religion. On the one band, 
it is held ta be the science which of all others 
most directly leads the mind “from Nature up 
to Nature's God.” “The dndevont astron- 
omez,” says Young, ‘‘ is mad,” aod he proceeds 
to tell us Why the stady of astropomy siionld 
make men devont. 

True, all things speak of God, bat ia the small 
Men seck out Him, in great He seizes mam, 

As the researches of the astronomer range 
over all the portion of the univérse imte. which 
even the mightiest telescope can penétrate, 
while his thoughts pase beyond that portion to 
infinity of space itself, he of allmen should be 
most mightily influenced by his conceptions of 
the Being in whom aad through whom all things 
‘live; move, and have their being.” Bat, on 
the other hand, between astromomy. and doc- 
matic religion there has been s long-standicg 
feud. Astronomy, first of ali the sciences, 
introduced doubts respecting the mening 
at least, if not the truth, 
the Bible record. Tbhoge deubtS were nots met 
by reasouing or expostuiation, but by a resort 
to foree and cruelty. Galileo was tortured 
for opposing the doctrine of 4 eentral earch. 
Giordano Bruso, veoturiog further to assert that 
other worlds bes.des onr earth exist, was for that 
end similer heresies burmed at the stake. The 
contest over those first doubts was decided, not 
quickiy, wdeed, buat conelusively in favor of 
science, and for more than 4 century no weill-in- 
formed mac, whether theologian of layman, bas 
insisted upon the literal i: terpretetion of those 
passages of Scripture which scem to imply that 
the earth is the central aud most important body 
in the uuiverse. But soon after securing the 
first success, science raised vew and more 
troublesome issues. * Again astronomy was the 
offending science. Herschel, searching throueh 
the star-depths, bad found vast tracts of nebu- 
lous light, and bad been led to connect these re- 
gions of luminous mist with the fixed stars 
by a series of links suggesting a process 
of gradual evolation.. from diffused nebulositv 
though irregular nebule, plaactary nebule, and 
nebulous stars, tall the star or sum itself (or else 
a scheme of suns) was formed. Laplace, study- 
ing the movements of the solar system, and dis- 
tinguisbing between the charscieristics which 
are explained by the law of gravitation and those 
left unaccoucted for, found clearest evidence 
that the solarsystem must bave reached its prés- 
ent condition by a process of evolution, and, 
though be admitted thas the nature of the pro- 
tess might be doubiful, he unhesisatingly as- 
serted that some process of development there 
must bave been, unless ail the lsws of probabil- 
ity have to be abandoned and an wuvecientitic 
method is to be adopted in dealing with this es 
sentially scientific question. 

This attack, as it was comsifersa, on ths Bible 
narrative, thoggh fiercely opposed by the few 
among theologians whe understiod ite signifi- 
cance, caused by no means so widespread au ex-~ 
citement asthe first attempc te introduce tie 
system of Copernicus. It was not til geology 
began to present the evidence of the earth's 
crust, indicating s‘histery far other than the Bi- 
bie account, as heretofore understood, that theo- 
logians begain to be again notab&y disquieted, [| 
néed not remind yoa of the fierce contest which 
thereupon ensued, The doubts raimed by geolo- 
giste were at first derided. Thén as the weight 
of evidence givea by paleontelog:ets, microscop- 
igts, chemists, and others (gradually also by 
biologists), begaa to be felt, tae anikzing theory 
was advanced that all the features of the eaith's 
crust were created in the beginning, as-they now 
exist, purposely to delude inquiative and unbe- 
levying tmen; in point of fact. to give Satag 
a fair chance im his gaine for human souls 
with their Creator. This hypothesis gave 
way, bowéver, as not meeting the views even of 
those—the very ignorant—for whose benefit it 
had been invented. It was discovered quickly 
that the Bibie account was right, after ail, but 
had simply been misunderstood till now. Nay, 
it was found that the poetical eketch of creation 


tific discoveries that newevidence is hus sup- 
phed im proof of tbe inepiration of Moses, at 
that time supposed to be the writer of ‘the Pen- 
tateuch, This explanation of the meauing of 
the Bible account of creation is still m voene 
among theologians, some of whom consider that

I need not go on to describe how the circum 
stances in whieh Adam and Eve had been } laced

Ark. Returning to the account of ocrea- 
tion, it appears tbat the real explana- 
tion ascends perfectly with astronomical aud 
geological researches. The enormons time, in- 
tervais required by geology, are found in the six 
days, whew these are understood to be periods 
of indefinite Ileugth. The evolution theory of 
astronomy 18 beautifully illustrated by tire ac- 
count tn Genesis, when we taxe the narrative as 
recorammg & series of visions presenting the 
gradnai development of the earth as it wouid 
have appeared to a bemg ow the surface of the 
planet from the earliest age of its history. He 
could perceive light and darkaessa alternating 
long before the mass of clouds coveriug the 
whole sky had been dissolved away so as to show 
the sum and moon and stars. The period when 
vegetation was formed was really the carbonifer- 
ons era; while the successron of animais éor- 
responds te the succession indicated by the va- 
rious geeiogical strata. Very probably we shail 
before loag iiad that even the Darwinian theory 
is indicated by the way in which the crea- 
ion of. man is included with that of animals in 
the work of the sixth day. Thua does the prog- 
reas of science throw light on the meaniug 
of the revealed narcative of ereation, and we 
perceive—say theclogiaus—how the Bib!e writer 
was inspired to say whaé was strictly true in 
every word and in évery syllable, though for 
some iuscrateble purpose rt was so arranged that 
the true meaning of the narrative shewld not be 
recognized mutal men had found out the truth in 
another way.

ern Railroad of Canada which combined many of 
the worst berrors of both the Norwalk and: the 
New Hamburg tragedies ; more recemtiy the al- 
most forgotten lesson was enforced again on the 
Vermout & Massachusetts Road, upon the bridge 
over the Miller River, at Athol. The accident 
last referred to occurred on the lith of June, 
1870, but, though forcipie enough as a reminder, 
it was tame indeed in comparison with the Des- 
Jardines Cana! disaster, which is still ramember- 
ed though it happened as long ago as the 17th of 
Maroh, 1557. 
THE DES-JARDINES CANAL ACCIDENT. 

The Great Western Railroad of Cavada croseed 
the canal by e bridge at ean elevation of about 60 
feet. At the time of the accident there were 
some 18 feet of water in the canal, thoagh, 4 is 
usual in Canada at that season, it was covered 
by ice some 2 feet in thickness, On the afier- 
noon of the 17th of March, as the local accom- 
modation-train from Hamiltom was ueariag the 
bridge, ite locomotive, though # was thea moy- 
ing ata very slow rate of speed, wad im some 
wavy thrown from the track and on to the timbers 
of the bridee. These it cat through, and then, 
falumg heavily on the string-pieces, is parted 
them. and instantly pitched headlong on to the 
frozen surface of the canal below, dragging after 
it the tender, baggewe-car, and two passenger- 
cars. which composed the wholetrain. Tere 
was nothing whatever to break the falt of 60 
feet : and even then 2 feet of ice only intervened 
between the ruins of tbe train and tha bottom 
of the caual 18 feet below. Two feet of Solid ice 
will afford no contemptible resistance to @ fail- 
iug body ; the locomotive and tender crashed 
heavily through it, and instantly sank out of 
sight. In falliog the baggage-car struck a cor- 
ner of the tender, and was thus thrown some 10 
vards to one side, and wae fol. owed by the first 
pasgeuger car, which, turniog & somerssuilt a6 it 
weut down, fellon ite roof and was crushed 
to fragments, but only partally broke 
through the ice. Upon which the next car fell 
endwise, and rested in that position. That 
every human beieg im tbe firet car was either 
crushed or drowned seems most oatural ; the 
oniy cause for astonishment is foued in the fact 
that apy one ehonid have survived such a catas- 
t:ophe,—a tumble of 60 feet on ice as solid asa 
rock!

is, however, a subject that deserves the atten- 
tion and consideration of all good citizens. If 
there 1s comparatively less poverty and crime 
here than in other cities, the fact, as well as the 
reason therefor, should be.known ; if more, then 
it should be all the more widely known. ‘The 
collection of figures upon this sabject is ren- 
dered uvusually difficult, owing to the fact that 
the districts populated by these classes are scat- 
tered ali over the city. The North, West, and 
South Sides ail bave their share. Nor are they 
copfined aa a rule to certain streets, butexist all 
over. lt is true that there are a few localities 
where more than in others the poor folks eon- 
gtegate. As the wealthy have their Michigan, 
Calamet, and Ashland avenues, so the wretched 
have their String and Larrabee streets. Yet in 
the latter case the rule does vot stricily hold, for 
often {he lowest and most miseranle hovels are 
set amid houses of comparative comfort and re- 
Bpectability.

This accident occurred on the 2istof June, 
1870; it was very thoroughly investigated by 
Capt. Tyler om bebalf of the Board of Trade, 
with the apparent conclusion that it was one 
which could bardiy have becn 
The freight-car whose broken axle  0oc- 
castoped the disaster did not belong to 
the Great Northern Company, and the 
wheels of tho train had been properly 
examined by viewing and tapping at the several 
stopping-places ; the flaw which led to the frac- 
ture was, bowever, of euch a nature that it 
could have been detected only by the removal of 
the wheel. It did not appear that the employes 
of the Company had been guilty of any negli- 
genoee; but is was difficult to avoid the con- 
clusion that the accident was due to one ef ihose 
detects to which the resuiis of even the most 

rfect human workmanship must ever remain 
iable, and this had revealed itself under ex- 
actly those conditions which must involve the 
most disastrous consequéhtes. 

The English accident did, however, establish 
one thing, if nothing else: it showed the im- 
measurable superiority of the system of inves 
tigation pursued in the case of railroad-acci- 
dents in Beeland over that pursned in this 
country. There, a tramed expert, after 
the occurrence of each disaster, visite 
the epot and sifis the affair to the very bottom, 
locating respousibility, avd pointing out dis- 
tinctly the measures necessary to guard against 
its repetition. Here the case goes to a Cor- 
oner’s jury, whose findings as arule admirably 
sustain the ancient reputation of that august 
tribunal. It is absolutely sad to follow the 
course of these investigations, they are conducted 
with such an entire disregard of method aod 
lead to euch imadequate conclusions. Indeed, 
how could it be otherwise? The same man 
pever investigates (wo accidents, and, for the 
one investigation he does make, he ie competent 
only in his OWn esteem. 

THE NORWALK ACCIDENT. 

The raiiroad at Norwalk crosses ¢ emali inlet 
of Long Island Sound by means of adraw-bridze, 
which is approached from the direction of New 
York around a sharp curve. A bali at the mast- 
head was in 1863 the signal thas the draw was 
open and the bridge closed to the passage of 
trains. The express passencer-train for Boston. 
consisting of a locomotive and two baggage and 
five passenger-cars, containing aboat 150 per- 
sons, left New York, as usuai, ab 8 o'clock that 
morning.

Of the causes of this accident little need or can 
be said. No buman appliances,, no mere inge- 
nious brakes or increased streugth of construc- 
tion, could have averted it or warded off its con- 
sequences Once it was inevitable. It was occa- 
Bloned primarily by two tbiags, the most danger- 
ous and the most difficult to reach of the many 
sources of danger against which those mauagiog 
railroads bave unsleepingly to contead: a some- 
what defective discipline, aggravated by a little 
pot unnatural carelessness. The rule of the 
company wis sitecific, that ail the wagons of ev- 
ery goode-train should be out of the way and the 
track clear at least ten minutes before a passen- 
ger-traa wasdue; bu in this case shumting 
was going actively on when the Irish mail was 
within a mile and abalf. A careless. brakeman 
then forgot foronce that he was leaving bis 
w standing close to the heaa of an ivcline: 
a biow in coupling, & lictle beavier perhaps than 
usual, sufficed to set them io motion ; and they 

to be loaged with oil. 

Behiod ail this, NOwever, there was apparent a 
grave and radical defect in the construction of 
the road or the arrangement of ite sidings, in 
that the station at Lianddulas was placed upon an 
incHne at all. As will hereafter be sean, this

been the cause of frequent disaster, and 
must continue to be #0 as long as it existe. 
Every engineer knows perfecily well what the 
angie of equilibriumis; and to establish sid- 
ings, or to habitually permit shuntiug, where that 
angle is exceeded at the head of an incline, is 
simply to insure, soon or late, a disaster. 

THE NEW-HAMBURG DISASTER. 

A catastrophe strikiggly similar to that ate 
Abergete befell an express train on the Hudson 
River Railroad. upou the night of the 6th of 
February, 1871. The weather, for a number of 
days preceding the accident, had been upusually 
cold; aad ut is to the sufering of employes inci- 
dent to exposure, and the consequent neglect of | 
precantions om their part, that accidents are pe- 
Culiariy due.

Very rarely indeed in the history of railroad-ac- 
cidents have so large a portion of those on the 
train lost their lives as in this case, for, out of 
hinety persons, sixty perished, and in the num- 
ber was inciuded every woman and chnid amovug 
the passengers, with a single exoeption. 
There were two circumstances 
this disaster worthy of especial notice. Ia 
the first place, as well as can now be 
ascertained, in the abseuce of any trustwerthy 
record of an investigation into canses, the acci- 
dent was egeily preveutable, though by means of 
appliances which even yet have never been 
brought into general use. It appears to bave 
been immediately caused by the derailment of a 
locomotive, however occasioned, just asit was 
eutering on a swing draw-bridge. Thrown from 
the tracks, there was nothing on the flooring to 
revent the deiailed locomouve from deflecting 
rom its course until it toppled over the ends of 
the ties, nor were the ties and flooring apparent- 
ly eufficientiy strong to sustain it even while it 
beid to ite course. Under gnch circumstances, 
tne derailment of a locomofive upon any bridge 
can mean only destraction ; it meant it then, it 
means it now ; and yet our countrv is to-day fall 
of bridges constracted in an exactly similar way. 
A very simple and inexpensive applance would 
maeke accidents from this cause, if not imposai- 
bie, at least highly improbable. It is oaiy nec- 
éssary to make the ties and floorings of 
ail bridges between the tracke, and for 
3 feet on either side of them, svrfii- 
ciently strong to sustain the whole weight of a 
trai off the track and in motion, while a third 
rail, or strong truss of wood, securely fastened, 
should be laid down midway between. the ra:ls 
througbout the entire length of the bridge and 
its approaches. With this arrangement, as the 
flanges of the wheeis are on the inside, it muss 
foliow that, in cas2of derailment and a diverg- 
ence to one side omthe other of the bridge, the 
inser side of the flange will come against the 
central rail or truss just so scon as the diverg- 
éoce amounts to baif the space between the 
rails, which in the ordinary gauge is 2 feet and 10 
inches.

Twenty-one persons lost tbheff tives in this 
disaster, and a large number of others were in- 
jured; but the loss of life, it will be noticed, 
was only two-thirds of that at Abergele, The 
New-Hamburg catastrophe aisw differed from 
that at Abergele in that, under 18 particular cir- 
cumstances, it was far more preventable, and, 
indeed, with the appliances since brought into 
use, it would surely huve been avoided. The 
modern train-brake had, however, not then been 
perfected, so that even jhe bundred rods at 
whieh the signal was seen did nat afford a suf- 
ficient space in whieh to stop the train. Under 
any citcumstances, however, it is difficuls to see 
how 1¢ is possible to guard against contingencies 
like those at either Abergele or New Hamburg. 
At the time, as is uenal in such cases, the pubhe 
indignation expended itself in vague denuncia- 
tion of the Hudson River Railroad Company, 
because the disaster happened to teke piace 
upon a bridge in which there was «s draw 
to admit the paseage of vessels. There 
se@ned to be a vague but very general 
impression that draw-bridges were dangerous 
things, and, because otber accidents due to dif- 


verely injured. The killed were mainiy among 
the passengers in the firet car; for, in falling, 
the roof of the second car was split open, and it 
finally rested in such @ position that as no suc- 
ceeding car came on ton of it, many of 
those in it were enabled to extricate 
themselves; indeed, more than one of 
the passengers, in falling, were absolutely thrown 
through tbe aperture in the roof, and, without 
aoy volitiog on their part, were saved with un- 
moisteved garments. ! 

This terrible disaster was due, not alone tothe 
carelessness of an engineer, but to the use of a 
crude and inadequate system of signals.

There was, also, one rather noteworthy feature 
in the Des-Jardines accident. The question as 
to what is the best method of coupling together 
the several individual vehicles which make up 
every railroad-traiv, has always been much d s- 
cussed amoung raiiroad-mecbdanies, The decided 
weight of opinion has been in favor of the 
strongest aad closest couplings, so that under 
no circumstances should the train separate into 
parts. Taking ali forms of raiiroad-accidens to- 

ether, this conclusion is provably sound. 
t is, however, at best only a balancing 
of disadvantages, a mere question as to 
which pfactice involves the least adionnt 
of danger. Yet a very terrible demonstration 
that there are two sidés to this as to most other 


‘questions, was fuspished at Des Jardines. It

was Van Ostrand’s financial -backer in cextain 
speculations toa large amounts. The marriage 
of Mias Vail and Van Ostrand was looked forward 
to as one of the great events in Columbus soci- 
ety. A sbort time before the wedding-day, how- 
ever, 8 business as-ociate of Van Osirand’s dis 
eovered the existence of negotiated notes to the 
amouat of $5,000, to which the former's name 
was forged. The pasaing of the notes was 
traced back directly to Van Ostrand, and be wag 
charged with the crime by his partner, aod sub 
poqnenns arreated. He stoutly denied the crima, 
aod was supported by many friends, among 
them the father of bis betro who went his 
bail for appearance st court, Shortly before 
the trial it was ascertained that Van Ostrand 
was preparing to leave the oiiy, which 
caused his bondsman to deliver him upto the 
authorities. He was tried, convicted, apd sen- 
tenced to four yeara io the Obio Penitentiary. 
The young lady to whom he was to have been 
married died during the first year of Vana 
Ostrand’s imprisonment, it 1s said of grief and 
shame. 

Van Ostrand served two years in prison, whee 
he was, for some reason, pardoned out Soon 
afterward he appeared in the Village of Dela- 
ware, O., under the mame of Ryerson. Profess- 
ing profound piety. he took av active and lead- 
ing part in church affairs there, and in October, 
1874, was married to the daughter of 
the Presbyterian minister of Delaware, a 
beactiful young lady but8 years of age. The 
couple lived together, to outward appear- 
ances happily, but rumor said that Van Ostrand 
was unkiod to his innocent victim, which was 
given foundation by the fact that in August last 
she returned to her father’s houge with a obild 
3 weeks old. Almost simultaneourly with thi 
three young ladies, of the best families of the 
piace, eharged Yan Ostrand with having accom- 
plahed their ruin. To escape the indignation 
of the people he fled the place in the night. 
The story received here of this affair states that 
one of the sebove unfortunate victims of Van 
Ostrand died in giving birth to bis child, and 
that another deserted ber home and is leading a 
life of shame in Cincinnati, 

From Delaware Van Ustrand went to Spring- 
field, O., and at once laid his plans to ensnare « 
new victim. He formed the acquaintance of 
young, wealthy, and accomplished widow of th 
place, and so infatuated her that she eluped with 
him and married him on the 27th of September 
last. They returned to Springfield, and were liv- 
ing in style tbere when an oificer arrived fn the 

lace from Delaware, about the middle of Octo- 

er, for the arrest of the scoundrel, Vav Ostrand, 
he having been traced to Springfield. He man- 
azed to escape the office and fled from the place, 
and no tace of him eoald be found. Lhe friends 
of his Springfield victim and of his lackiess 
dupes in Delaware now determined to bring 
him to justice, if B perp aot empleyed detec- 
tives to take hoid of the case. They followed 
bim te Canada, and fouud bim in the early part 
of the present month snugly enscomeed in the 
Village of Windsor, Although he had n there 
but a few days, it wes found phat had ai- 
ready formed ths sequaintance of a handsome 
French milliner pamed Jean Dubois. Being sat- 
ised by inquiry that the girl did pot look with 
favor on the gdyvances of Yan Ostrand, the de- 
tectives determined to take her into their éon/i- 
denen, ane make her, if possible, a decoy to 
bring Van Ostrand inte their power.

Alleged Corruption in the Chemical 
Department. 
Speciai Dispaich to The Chieaao Tribune. 

Anw Anpor, Mich., Dec. 3.—The special from 
Detroit to Tae -Cutcaco Tarune in yesterday's 
edition, intimating corruption iu the managce- 
ment of the Chemical Department of the Uni- 
versity and embezzlement of funds, created pro- 
found excitement here. While the secret inves- 
tigation of matters which has been going Oo for 
weeks is still incomplete, it was intended to re- 
veal nothing till the guilty party or parties were 
definitely fixed upon ; but Dr. Douglas, Director 
of the Chemical Laboratory, was very willing 
last night to respond to the inquiries of report- 
ers, and he plainly asserted that his assistant, 
Dr. Preston B, Rose, was the guilty party; that 
he had mado a full confession of his defaleation, 
and had made restitution by turning over his 
property to the Regents. Such and other state- 
ments tending to show the guilt of Dr. Rose 
were telegraphed to the Detroit /ree Press and 
Post, and the excitement was increased as these 
papers reached this city. As Dr. Roseisa maa 
supposed to be of the highes» integrity, mo one 
beueved the statements could be true. To get 
both sides, I ealied upoe this end 
asxed him what he had to say. denied the 
charge wholly, aod said his innocence would be 
clearly shown when the investigarion is com- 
pleted.

Mr. White makes this perfec tly clear in 
hia’ “ Words and Their Uses.” Secondly, the 
authors of English grammar, either for the sake 
of notoriety, or the purpose of pevcubiary re- 
ward, have adapted the grammar of the dead 
Greek and (atm to our tiving’ahd growme lan- 
guage, whem they keew, or should bave known, 
that the latter is a language of logical and 
common-sense arrangement, while the former 
were constructed according toa certain system 
of terminology perfected long before the En 
glich was e:ther spoken or written:

receives their full sanction. The smaller 
European Powers will be invited to lend 
their influence in behalf of this movement, 
after which the Porte will be notified that 
the will of the combined Powers of Europe 
is the law of the Ottoman Empire. 


Eumuer Wasusurn, Chief of the Treasury 
Secret Service, makes a fine showing in his 
report covering the operations of the Service 
during the nine months ending Jmme 30. 
The counterfeiters claimed the larger portion 
of the attention of the Chicf and his detec- 
tives, whose captures of *‘ crooked” currency 
aggregated a face value of $124,669, and it is 
curious to note that among the counterfeiters 
arrested there was one clergyman, one law- 
yer, and thirty-three farmers. Valuable ser- 
vice was also rendered in ferrefing out inger- 
nal revenue, pension, and bounty frauds. 


Writs O. Avery, late Chief Clerk of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, has joined the list 
ef Secretary Buistow’s vietims, and will be 
relegated to’ thé enforced companionship of 
Joyce #nd McDowaxp within the walls of the 
Missouri Penitentiary, anless perchance he 
may be so fortunate as to receive a sentence 
of lesser length in the County Jail at St. 
Louis. A verdict of guilty was yesterday 
rendered by the jury in Avzry’s case; and he 
was remanded to jail in accordance with 
Judge Treat’s policy of withholding sen- 
tence until all the trials have been coneladed, 
and the relative measure of guilt in each case 
can be determined. 
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That “section of the day of judgment,” 
Mrs. Exmca C, Movuoy, is heard from again. 
In her reply to the Plymouth Church letter 
she has announced four supplemental propo- 
sitions to be submitted in her own behalf to 
the proposed Mutual Council, accompanying 
these with a full and forcible reiteration of 
the reasons she has before assigned for her 
absenteeism.

Thus the issue is sharply defined by Mrs. 
Moweitox,—scarcely lesg so than in Deacon 
Wasv’s laconic synopsis of the merits of the 
great scandal ease. Between the two, Plym- 
outh Church is fairly pinned to the wall, and 
can hardly escape the necessity of coming 
squarely before the Council and facing the 
music. fF 
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There is a prospect of a renewal of the 
scenes of violence and bloodshed which oc- 
curred last winter in the Pennsylvania coal 
regions. It is announced that by the 15th of 
this month a general suspension of work in 
the anthracite mines will occur, and that 
10,000 men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment for the winter. The or- 
der for this wholesale suspension pro- 
eceds of course from the Anthra- 
cite Monopoly in New York, which holds 
in the hollow of a merciless hand the control 
of the coal production, and which dictates 
the price of coal at all the principal centres 
of shipment. The reason assigned for order- 
ing & general suspension of mining operations 
is over-production,—that is to say, acontinu- 
ance of work throughout the winter would 
result in the mining ofa larger quantity of 
eoal than could be disposed of at present 
prices ; but the lordly monopolists keep up the 
price just the same, and in the end ‘inflict 
a double damage in limiting consumption 
and in throwing out of employment thou- 
sands of men. It can be claimed for the idle 
and discontented miners, and with not a little 
justice, that they alone should not be held 
accountable for the era of lawlessness and 
crime which follows a general suspension of 
work, but that the selfish and grasping policy 
of the mine-owning monopoly is in some 
measure morally responsible for the bad 
blood and violence of the unemployed thou- 
sands. | 


The Chicago Republican Central Commit- 
tee is contemplating the expediency of call- 
ing a Convention to nominate a Judge of the 
Supreme Court from this district to fill the 
vacancy caused by the receft resignation of 
Judge McAuuistrer, and the Governor has is- 
sued his proclamation fixing the 21st of this 
month as the time for the election. The 
Democrats already have their candidate in 


the present Corporation Counsel of the city. 
He will be supported by all mere Democratic 
partisans in general, and by the Oonvry 
crowd in particular. The former will work 
for and support him because he is a Demp- 
erat, The latter will work for him for a 
more special and personal reason. The ques- 
tion must come before the Supreme Court 
whether Couvry shall hold over for eighteen 
months longer than the term for which he 
was elected, and, as Mr. Dicxry has already 
given an affirmative opinion upon this ques- 
tion, he of course would feel bound to up- 
hold this opinion if he were elected to 
the Supreme ‘Bench. Hence the City- 
Hall crowd will be expected to work for his 
election.

Judge of the Superior Court from 1859 to 
1865, and Mr. H. B. Horny, who resides in 
Evanston. The latter has peremptorily de- 

clined to withdraw in favor of the former, J 
so that a mutual agreement on one is im-

| There is no doubt that many Republicans are 
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averse to giving the election a partisan char- 
acter, if it can be avoided. They want the 
best man for the place, regardless 
of his party affiliations. Incorrupti- 
ble character, legal learning, and abili- 
ty and industrious capacity are the three 
essential requisites for a Supreme Jadge, but 
in the present state of the case they must 
either make the election appear to be partisan 
in character or they must surrender it to the 
other side, and thus give the Democracy five 
out of the «ren Supreme Judges. The Dem- 
ocrats have always made it a rule to nominate 
Judges from their own party in Democratic 
districts, and in Republican districts to raise 
the hue and cry of “no party” and “the 
best man for the place,” and by this sharp 
policy have secured nearly all of the Judges 
in a Kepublican State. Inasmuch, therefore, 
as there is no probability of ane of the two 
candidates in the field withdrawing in favor 
of the other, it seems necessary to call a Con- 
vention and present a single candidate, and 
then leave the responsibility of electing him 
to the citizens. The vote polled will un- 
doubtedly be a light one, but if any 
effort is made the Republican candidate 
can be elected. In any event, the class 
of people that will vote are those who feel 
interested, and they can be safely trusted to 
discriminate in favor of the best man. To 
avoid the necessity of primaries, the delegates 
of the recant County Convention might be 
called together again, and with propriety, 
since the vacancy on the Supreme Bench was 
in pert caused by the action of this Conven- 
tion. No one should offer any objection to 
this plan, and it will save the public time, 
trouble, andexpense. That Convention was 
made up of fair-minded and respectable dele- 
gates. Theynomivated s good county ticket, 
and they can be relied upon to nominate a 
good man for the Supreme Gench,—as good a 
man as can be found who will consent to 
undertake the great labor for the small sala¥y 
of the position. There does not seem to be 
any other avenue ef escape from the present 
complicated condition of the canvass, and the 
people will still be left free to exercise their 
own choice and elect the best man. 


THE LAKE-FRONT AND THE ACT OF 18869. 

We printed a communication yesterday on 
the Lake-Front question, written by a prom. 
inent member of the legal profession in this 
city, which alleges that the real purpose of 
the Illinois Central and otber railroads in 
offering to pay $800,000 to the city for a 
quit-claim deed to the three blocks bounded 
by Randolph and Monroe streets is to revive 
the rights they acquired under the-act of the 
Legislature of 1869. 

While we favor the quit-claim sale of the 
three blocks for $800,000 so far as the city 
has any claim on them, we are unalterably 
opposed to the transfer of any such rights as 
the act of 1869 gave to those railroads, -and 
do not understand that a qnit-claim deed for 
the three blocks would carry with it any 
such powers and privileges, or that the rail- 
roads offering to purchase a quit-claim to the 
three blocks so understand the transaction. 
Thé lawyer who has set up that this would 
be the effect of such transfer thus states the 
Case : 

The true question at issue is this: Shall the rail- 
roads now be allowed to come in, set azide their de- 
faults of the past, and comply with the conditions re- 
pealed in the act of 1869, ty the connivance and con. 
sent of the City of Chicago? Hence the question is 
not the sale of the three blocks of ground for $80,000, 
but the acquisition under an act no longer in force of 
3 square miles of territory—eubmerged land—ouitside 
their breakwater slong and abutting on the whole 


Michigan avenue front from the South Pier to the 
round-house of the [Illinois Central Railroad, 


The legal gentleman who puts this con- 
struction wpon the proposed sale fails, we 
think, on his own showing, to make out the 
case, We understand that this offer is really 
an entirely new transaction, and do not com- 
prehend how it can galvanize the repealed act 
of 1869 or its intended effects, and this we 
conclude from the very statement of the gen- 
tleman who holds to this opinion, and who 
says, further : 

Should the City of Chicago concede the right of the 
railroads to claim, under the act of 1868, ali that terri- 
tory, ¢ mile in width and nearly 2 miles in length, of 
submerged land, which, under thst act, the railroad 
has lost by its repeal, by suffering the road now to 
comply with the conditions which it before neglected ; 
and which, before the repeal of the act, had never 
been acted upon or accepted? No rights had vested, 
and thereforethe repeal was not void, as the railroad 
claims. It wil) be seen, therefore, that if the condi- 
tions imposed on the railroads, by the act of 1859, were 
not in fact accepted by the city, nor performed by the 
ratliroads, that ail pretense to rights vested, which could 
not be taken away by repeal, falie to the ground, 

The act of 1869 conferred the right upon 
the railroads to claim a certain stretch of sub- 
merged land as far south as the round-house 
upon certain conditions. Itis a notorious fact 
that all these conditions were not complied 
with. Conceded even that the first tender 
was properly made, the second tender was 
certainly never made at all, and of course not 
within the time required by the law. Pend- 
ing the failure of the railroads to comply 
with the terms of the law, the act of 1869 
wasrepealed. Had the railroads fulfilled the 
conditions imposed upon them to the letter 
prior the passage of the repeal-act, it may be 
concetied that the State could not have vi- 
olated a contract which the contracting par- 
ties had accepted and fulfivied. But it cer- 
tainly seems as though, the railroads having 
permitted their rights under the act of 1869 
to lapse by their failure to fulfill their 
part of the contract, the Legislature 
had a perfect right to repeal that act so as to 
prevent the railroads from acquiring in the 
future any rights which they had failed to ac. 
quire aecording to the terms of the act of 
1869. If thisis a correct statement of the 
law of the case, then the purchase by the 
railroads of a quit-claim deed from the city 
would not revive the provisions of an act of 
the Legislature that has been repealed, nor 
galvanize rights under that act which were 


| dolph and Monroe streets have no purpose 
of thereby acquiring by such purchase any 
claim to the land in front of 
property lying south of Monroe street, they 
will. not decline to enter into a formal 
agreement waiving any such effect of the 
quit-claim purchase. The Corporation Coun- 
sel may easily draw up an agreement which

The rail- 
road companies purchasing the three blocks 
will not refuse to enter into such an agree. 
ment if it is simply their intention to acquire 
a title to the three blocks such as the city 
can give. If their purpose is what our cor- 
respondent charges, and if there is danger 
that the city’s guit-claim to the three blocks 
would give the railroads the rights south of 
Monroe street which the act of 1869 confer- 
red upon them, in spite of the failure of the 
railroads to comply with the terms of that 
contract before it was repealed, then such an 
agreement must be made between the city 
and the purchasers, or the sale must be in- 
definitely postponed. There is nobody in 
Chicago who is willing to give the railroads 
or any other party for $800,000, nor several 
times that sum, the right to build docks, 
slips, warehouses, and a great commercial 
city ‘‘from the South Pier to the round. 
hodse ” in front of the present Lake Park.

If your charges are true, I em a disgraced man ; if 
not, you are ; and which is the Villain we will submit 
to the determination of a jury, where the difference 
between truth and falsehood is recognized. If you 
can establish my guilt I ougtyt to )o disgraced, and am 
willing to be; if you cannot, you ought to bo, however 
unwilling you may be, 

Iwill not take you to Washington, nor Nova Scotia, 
nor Cuba, nor Cheynnne, under the Potanp Gag- 
Jaw i}! cut will sue you in the United States Circui! 
Court for the Northern District of Illinois; and you 
may es well be coliecting your evidence upon the suv- 
ject.

If Mr. Canpenrer were not so busily en- 
gaged in defending his clients in Milsvaukee 
who are arraigned as members of the Whisky 
Riog, we should be justified in saying that 
his letter contains the only libel that has been 
utttered thus far when he aeenses Tux 
Trrsvuwne of givitag its readers to understand, 
and intending that they shall understand, 
that he “ was, while a Senator, a sharerin the 
fruit of frauds upon the Internal Revenue 
laws of the United States.” We have searched

The annual report of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral for the year ending June last, a synopsis 
of which has already appeared in Tus Turs- 
UNE, presents some very uncomfortable facts 
which call for the serious attention of the 
next Congress, as they have grown out of the 
hasty and reckless legislation of past Con- 
gresses. By the passage of omnibus route 
bills and in other ways the expenses have 
been increased faster than the income, and 
there is a serious deficiency, which is entailed 
upon the general tax-payers.

Weekly 
lines to remote places have been changed to 
tri-weekly, semi-weekly to daily, and daily to 
double-daily, without any necessity for the 
change, until the actual expense of 
carrying a letter to some of these 
remote regions has reached 50 cents, 
or more than sixteen times the pay for the 
letter. A considerable sum has been lost to the 
Department by the conveyance of free news- 
papers,—how much is not stated in the Post- 
master’s report. It is also reported that 
soine change in the mode of compensating 
Postmasters and other employes has added a 
million a year to the expenses. 

Straw-bidding for mail carrying has been 
reduced to a fine science,—and. against which 
the Postmaster-General is powerless unless 
he is aided by addition’ legis lation,—and has 
added immensely to the expemses of the De- 
partment. The general resvilt of this combi- 
nation of canses is shown in the Postmaster- 
General's figures. The receipts for the year 
ending June 1, 1875, ‘were only $27,- 
411,360, while the expenditures were 
$33,611,309, or mote than $6,000,000 
in exeess. The receipts exceed ose 
of the previous year only 1.18-100 per cent, 
but the expenditures 4.62-100. The increase 
of expenditure since June last makes the to- 
tal deficit for the nm sxt year $8,000,000, and, if 
it keeps on at this.rate forafew years, the 
deficit will reaeb. proportions alarming to 
contemplate, wiiich will have to be added 
to the deficieney bill and levied upon the 
general tax-pay ors. 

This state of’ things must be charged as the 
result of careless and reckless legislation by 
Congressmen who, for purposes of buncombe 
or ne-electiom, arealways ready to vote for any 
scheme that takes money out of other peo- 
ple’s pockets. The new Congress should 
grapple with this condition of things 
and remedy it. They should recog- 
mze the fact that, while receipts 
are about stationriry, the expenses are con- 
tinually going up, and that there is already 
a deficiency of $8,000,000 which the people 
have got to pay: They must do one of 
three things—eitter continue to let these 
expenses increase and increase taxation pro- 
portionately ; or they must cut down ex- 
penses ; or incr pase the rate of letter post- 
age. The increrse of rates on letters would 
undoubtedly m:ike good a part of the de- 
ficiency, but the first and most necessary 
measure is to cut /iown the expenses. The 
swindling system ‘of straw-bidding should be 
remedied, and there is ample room for econ- 
omy in reducing the services on non-paying 
rontes. The com lition of things has become 
too serious for in definite delay. 
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IMPORTANY J-ECISION IN COMMERCIAL 
LAW 


Some recent decisions with regard to bills 
of lading have: spread alarm among merchants 
and commission men in the habit of making 
large advarices of money on the security of 
these instruments. In Chicago alone, hun. 
dreds of tho'asands of dollars are advanced 
every day in this way, and yet it appears that 
by the commaon law, as interpreted by the 
courts, t he aecurity of the bill of lading may 
be nothing. The principle of law involved 
is an 0) d one, but its application has become 
serious: in these days of the extension of the 
bill of. lading with the enormous traffic of in- 
land trade, growing under the stimulus of the 
railr oad with. a rapidity unexampled in the 
con smercial history of the world. 

"fhe cottori, grain, meats, tobacco, petro- 
le’ am, and other products of this country 
¢ gnstitute by far the largest part of its an- 
1 sual production, and these are, virtually, all 

moved by bills of lading. Millions of dollars 
are advanced on them to the producers by 
the mercantile class before they obtain pos- 
session of. the stuff. The advances are made 
solely on reliance on the bills of lading. The 
possibility of serious loss through this trust 
is therefore of great concern to all our busi- 
ness interesta. Such a danger it now ap- 
pears arises from the principle of law that 
bills of lading are not negotiable instruments, 
—a principle that derives an importance it 
could never otherwise have had from the ap- 
pearance of the railroad as the great common 
cartier. The consequences of the principle are 
best shown in a recent case that turned upon 
it. Merxexn & Born, of Baltimore, sued the 
Little Miami Railway of Ohio to recover ad- 
vances made to one ALEXANDER on the faith 
of bills of lading issued by the railroad. 
The bill of lading issued by the railroad 
stated that 200 barrels of flour had been re- 
ceived from AtzxanpErR. Proportionate ad- 
vances were thereupon made to him by Merx- 
seL & Borp. Atzexanper became bankrupt. 
It was discovered that the shipment of flour 
hed been only 100 barrels, not 200, and suit

It is intolerable that 
railro.ds—which exist as corporations only by 
the permission of the people, obtain their 
right of way only by the delegation to them 
by the people of the right of eminent do- 
main, and make all their enormous profits 
on stock, watered and other, from the peo- 
ple-—should be allowed by the law to main- 
tain any such attitude toward the public. 
THE PENSION FRAUDS. 

Lightning has struck again; this time not 
among the crooked whisky-barrels, bunt among 
the crooked pensions. Bruwsrow’s bold attack 
upon the Whisky Rings has been quickly fol- 
lowed up by an equally bold attack of old 
Zack Caanvureupon the Claim-Agents’ Rings, 
and it now looks as if there might be a gen- 
eral movement all along the line at an early 
day, and that the President’s peremptory in- 
junction to ‘‘ Lot no guilty man escape” will 
be CaanpLeR’s as well as Baistow’s policy. 
No prisoners are to be paroled. It is to be a 
war of extermination. 

The new nest of corruption is quite as 
large, and in some respects as serious, as that 
which Secretary Batsrow discovered. These 
frauds have long been suspec and the 
Commissioner of Pensions has for some time 
believed that, during Dzuano’s administra- 
tion and even before that time, there was a 
generg thievish ring of claim-agents running 
in bogus names upon the pension-lists until 
they have become loaded down with thon- 
sands of improper names, and the tax-payers 
have thereby suffered a loss of millions of 
dollars. It is nearly eleven years since the 
War closed. Many thousands of vensillifers 
have died and other thousands have been, re- 
moved, an 1 yet the list has constantly grown 
and the accounts uave constantly increased. 
In Philadelphia alone, 28,000 cases have 
been suspended for re-examination, involving 
a payment of $2,000,000 annually, which has 
gone into the hands of this Eastern ring of 
claim-agents. How much more has been 
obtained by these fraudulent practices of the 
claim.agents time alone can tell, but intima- 
tions are already given that there are similar 
rings in other cities. 

The discovery of this new nest of corrup- 
tion is one of the benefits which has attended 
the recent, but teo-long delayed, changein the 
Department of the Interior. Secretary 
Cuanpier being a new man, of course has no 
affiliations with he past and no satellites to 
protect. He is nothing to Hmcvsa nor Hzc- 
upa to him. He is at perfect liberty to pull 
out and reot out everything in the Pension 
Department, upturn every rock in the field, 
and stamp out the vermin which have been 
swarming under them. In this case he has 
struck a perfect bonanza of scoundrelism, 
and, being absolutely free to dig and blast, 
and having the disposition to do it, the coun- 
try can rest contented with the assurance 
that he will mine the bonanza to its deepest ‘ 
depths. It isa good year for this kind of 
work. Secretary Baistow is cleaning up his 
nest slowly but very surely, undisturbed by 
the flutterings of the foul birds and 
the squirming of the reptiles which 
have been swarming in it. Sretary 
Cuanpuze will work with equal in- 
dastry and determination, and between 
them there is evary reason to hope that two 
departments will be cleaned and purified. 
The country is precisely in the condition of 
a cancer patient, and Drs. Bristow and 
Onanpuezr are cutting and cauterizing in 4 
manner which will remove the disease. Now 
that the operation has commenced, it must 
go on without delay. If there are frauds in 
other departments, they, too, must be ex- 
posed and removed. Every fibre of this great 
cancer of corruption must be killed. Fora 
year to come no better or more important 
work can engage the attention of the au- 
therities than to expose and punish the 
thieves and rascals who have been rioting 
upon their ill-gotten gains and bleeding the 
tax-payers of this country, The only injanc- 
tion of the people will be to make the work 
thorough and to punish to the extent of the 
law; to turn and overturn without regard to 
persons; and to utterly root out every ves- 
tige of corruption. This done, the country 
will be in a healthy condition once more.

Further PMevelopments—Chicage Of- 
fenders Tripped Up.

Nevin, ageat for 
the paymeat of widows and mothers, said that 
his orders were to suspend payment oa all pen- 
siovs obtained through the agents implicated 
until farthe: orders from Washingtoo. On the 
roll of this officer there are about,9,000 names. 
The diecrict extends to the Allegheny Moun- 
tains. About 3,500 of the whole number are 
what are calied ufice-cases,—tbose who are paid 
atthe office here. Of that number it is sup- 
posed that about 1,500 will be under the temvo-

THE MORAL LAW. 
ITS SOCTaL AND SPIRITUAL PHILOSOPHY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ; 

Cuzeaco, Dec. 3.—My argument under this 
heading in Tue Trinenes of Nov. 20 was desien- 
ed to prevent an uncommon, and yet, I pelieve, 
the true, philosophy of the morallaw. It has 
called out a regponse from “‘Iaquirer.” If it has 
served to awaken an interest in one or many 
minds, I rejoice. Whatever will recall the pub- 
lie mind from no-law-ism and sectionalism fn 
the church to the fundamental doctrines of relj- 
gion, will prove the means of unifying it in it- 
self and energizing it in its mission. Every de- 
parture from orgemiec law, ordered in the wisdoin 
of God forthe government of Hits people, dis- 
organizes that goverument and demoralizes the 
disorganizera. 

** Inquirer,” after accepting substantially the 
argument and the deductions from it, 
seems to have his mind all absorbed 
in ite application to its. spiritual charac- 
ter, or God's worsebip-day made for 
man, and does not allude to its social character, 
the marriage or family relation. If the spirieual 
or Sabbath item of themoral law may be modified 
or changed, as bis inquiries stiegest, may pot 
the social or family law ve aleo changed ? With 
such a modification of the social jaw, Mormon 
polygamy, Papal harlotry, and Pagan concabina- 
age, with all lawless Inst and general bastardy 
and neglect of children, would follow. The con- 
tinnance of the social law sets the people in 
families, with ail the Diessinga of the home- 
cirele, so dear to the heart. Without it, ha- 
manity would become gregasious, herding in 
miscellaneous copcubinage, or abnormal clans, 
or living in the rivalries of brute force. Accord- 
ing to the tyrant’s law, “might makes right.” 
The social philosophy of the moral law, as it 
rales, prevents all this.wretchedneas, and holds 
humanity under ite guidance in peaceful, 
happy bomes, “ Inquirer,” doubtless, would 
not bave this law modified, but would 
magnify ite letter, that he might retain 
its evirit. The letterof the lew is the body that 
bolas. the spirit of the law. Wf the Jew is 
changed, its epirit is changed also. If the jeisar 
of the law is abrogaied, there is no place for its 
spirit, and practically the whole is dead. 

The two atirmative featrres of the moral law 
bave disiinct characters, and distinet reasons for 
those characters. “And the Lord Ged said, It 
ia not good that man should be alove. I will 
make him a heip, meet for him:” . The help was 
made, and called woman, and the twaih dbDagame 
one. Here isthe reason for the social law of 
mnan embodiedian form in the fifth command- 
ment. It is not, from its reture, eusceptible of 
change. “Inquirer” would not have it changed. 

The spiritual item of the law baa its reason in 
the fact that God, after restmg on the 
seventh day from His ‘work, blessed 
and sanctified the doy of His rest, 
‘* And God blessed the seventh day and #anc?'- 
fied it, because that in it He had rested from all 
His work which He had made.” « “Enquirer” 
says, “‘now, I wish to irquire, “if the sabstitn- 
tion of the first day of the week fe euch a moch- 
fication of the laws of the Sabbath as to inter- 
fere with the purpose for which the Sabbath 
wasappoioted ?” “Inquirer” can satisfy him- 
self. If the first day of the week has all the con- 
ditions that were embodied ip the day of the 
Sabbath, it may be substituted without modify- 
ing the flaw. If it bas not these conditidns, it 
can not take the place of the day that bas them. 
If God rested from His labors on the firkt day 
of the week, if He blessed and sanctified the 
first day of the week, because He rested -on ‘it, 
then the first day of the week is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God, because of these conditions. 
But these conditions are ‘all ‘wanting, 
for these conditions are not named if connection 
with that day. God ended His work on the sev- 
enth day. God rested from ail His work on the 
seventh day. He blessed the seventh day: He 
eanctified the seventh day. He ha'lowed the 
seventh dav. It is impoesible to associate these 
conditions with the first day of the week. God 
did not’end His la>ors on the first day. He did 
not rest on the first day. He did not Diess the 
first day. Hedid not sanctify ®: How, then, 
can it bé substituted for the that had ai) 
these conditions, and not ‘‘ivterfere with the 
rs for which the Sabbath was eppointed” ?

I have found in 
Acte xvit., 1, 2 thatat Theseaionica, ~ Pau, as 
his manner was, weot in uuto them, and three 
Sabbath days reasoned *with them out of the 
Scriptures.” I find also that he spent two Sab- 
baths at Antioch, in Pisidia, preaching Christ, 
and also one Sabbath at Poilippi, Acts xvi. 13, | 
and seventy-eight at Corinth, teaching the word 
of God among them, Acts xviii, 4,11. But I 
leave this point for *‘Inquirer,” while I notice 
how the revolution of the earch throws the days 
of the weeks into confusion. 

] see. that ‘‘Inguirer” bas himself become a 
little confased in his statement when he finds it 
necessary to drop instead of add a day, when be 
makes his westward trip around the earth, in 
order to make his reckoning come out right at 
the end of the trip. The argument of a break 
in the identity of the day by the earth’s nevolu- 
tiom, assumes thatGod made a univetsal law 
that cannot be universally obeyed, and that man 
has to amend God's law by inserting *‘one- 
seventh part of time,” where God savs the sev- 
enth day. This objection is never made except 
in referenée to the creation Sabbath. It is not 
used against the resurrection Sabbath. But, 
if it is good at all, it is good in al 
eases. Navigators correct their time, 180 
decrees from Greenwith, in a latitude uninhab- 
ited, and only sparsely inhabited for many de- 
grees east or west. The diffenity in this argu- 
ment lies not in the identity ofthe day, but in 
the hours of the day. The day bas its regular 
succession in all latitades, and bas had {ft from 
the béginning. It does not affect the identity of 
the day, if it commences ‘one or twelve hours 
earlier im ope place than another. A complete 
revolution of the earth makes a complete day. 
This is true of all jatitedes, Tae Jews on each 
coniine at have scrupulously kept tae order of the 
days tm ei] parte of the earth. When the 
day comes to taem, wherever they are they keep 
it. though some.commence several hours earlier 
than oshers. Tne day is the same day that com- 
menees three hours and twenty-six minutes 
earlier at Boston than at San Francisco. The 
civil law is not affected by this difference in 
hours acd mivutes; why should the epiritaal law | 
be? Does not the real difficulty he in a desire 
for en exeuse to justify an observance of the 
first day instead of the seventh ? '

Views of Gev. Smith, of Georgia. 

Atianta, Ga., Dec. 5.—Gov. Smith has jnat 
addressed a letter to the people of Georgia urg- 
ing them to send delegates to the Convention 
whieh will weet in Chicago on the Mth fe 
says: ‘' To restore our prospeirty we mast look 
to our great national bighways of trade; to the 
rivers and water-lines first, while other means of 
transfiortation shonid not be neglected. The 
Government of the United States is the only 
competent power éo improve and. control these, 
and they should be maintained as fail public 
bigbways for the use of everybedy. We must 
look to the United States Government for thore 
improvements.

tween them.” 

He strongly deprecates the fieht which is con- 
stantly going ou between the great ries of 
the country.

REMARKABLE DUEL. 


An Incident of the Rebellion, 
Te the Mditer of i'he Chieeqo Tribune : 
Cu1caee, Nov. 26.—On the 12th day of Juna, 
1868, I witmessed a duel between # Capt. Jones, 
commanding a Federal scout, sad e« Capt, Fry, 
commanding a Rebel scout, in Greene County, 
These two men had been fighting each other 
six months, with the fortunes of battle ia 
favor of ope and then the other. Their 
commands were camped on either side of Lick 
Creek, a large and sluggish stream, too deep to 
ford and too shallow for a ferry-boat; but there 
a bridge spanned the stream for the convenience 
of the traveling public. Each of them guarded 
this bridge, that communication should go nei 
ther North nor South, as the railroad track had 
been brokes up months before. : 
After fightung each othes for several montha, 


and contesting the poiat as to which should hold: 


this bridge, they agreed to fight a duel, the con- 
queror to hold the bridge undisputed for the 
time being. 


Jones gave the challenge, and Fry accepted. ‘ 


The terms were, that they should fight with 
navy-pistola at 20 yards apart,  delib- 


etately walking towards each other, and 


firing until the last chamber of their pistols was 

j ed, upless one or the otber fell before 
all the discharges were made. 

They chose their seconds, and agreed upon a 
Rebel Surgeon (as he wag the only one in either 
comand) to attend them in case of danger. 

Jones was certainly a fioe-locking fellow, with 
light hair aed blue ocyés, 5 feet 10 inches in 
height, looking every inch the military chivfsain, 
He was @ man tha: eoldiers would admire and 
ladies regard with admiration. I never saw a 
mas more cool, determined, and heroic under 
such circumstances. 1 have read of the deeds 
of chiy and knight-erracctry in the middle 
ages. and of brave men embalmed in modera 
poesy; bui, when I saw this map Jones. come to 
the dueiists’ scratch, fighting, not for reai or 
supposed wrengs +0 himself, but, as be honestiy 
thought, for his country end the glory of the 
flag, I could not help admiring the man, no»with- 
staoding he fought for the freedom of the ne- 
gro, which I was opposed to. 

Fry was aman full 6 feet high, slender, with 
long, wavy, curling hair, jet black eyes, wearing 
a slouch hat and gray suit, and looking 
rather the demon than the man. Thera

lo the Editor of The Chicaco i ribifne: 

Cutcaao, Dec. 2.—I wish to cajl your attention 
as to how the prisoners are fed and weated in 
the County Jail. In the first place, I voticed 
that, when the last Grand Jury were in session, 
they visited tne Jail under escort of one of the 
turnke s. Of course vo prisoner dared to make 
a complaint as to how they were fed. I will now 
teil you what they get to eat: Inthe morpiog 
a cup of bootleg coffee and about a quarter of 
a pound of bread; for dinner, a haf pao of 
soup, about 1 ounce of meat, avd one potaio. 
The meat is bardly fit to eat; it is as near 
rotten as it dare be. For supper tbece is a joa! 
of bread, weighing about a quarter of a pound. 
“his diet is the same day after da¥ ana week 
aiter -week. Prisouers he here from six to 
ten weeks waiting for trial at an expense 
to the county of 35 cents a day, when Iam sure 
that the fare served in Jail does not cust more 
than 15 cents per man to tbe Sbernff. Conse- 
quently, be makes abou; 20 cents on each ma). 
‘here are now about 240 prisoners in here, so 
that his profits per day amoust to $48. Were 
he content with two-thirds of those profite he 
could give every man evough to eat and a vetter 
quality of food. Send one of your reporters 


| bere at 12 o'clock avd let bim see for himself 


what food we get. Now, as for the way that law 
is dealt out bere it wvery slow. Just think of 
keeping 240 prisoners for six, eight, and ten 
wéess before they ire tried. What an enormous 
expense tha: is io the county for which tax- 
payers get vo returp, Cannot something be 
dove to rem this evil? Each and every 
prisoper contitbed in jail, if he is guilty 
or not, is anxious for a trial, 
but see how long it takes him 
to get it, and, when be does, and is convicted, 
he lies here two, and somecimes four, weeks be- 
fore be goes to Joliet. There are, to my knowl- 
edge, at least eight men who were sentenced by 
the jury who have lain here thiee weeks, and 
will have to stay another week before going. 
down. The treatment to prisoners is good in 
some respects, with the exception of too mach 
partiality being shown to some ofthem. The 
turnokeys might be more gentiemaniy when the 
cage is full of visitors, and not cuise and swear 
at the men as if they were dogs.

BURNING NEWSPAPERS. 
To the Editor af The Chreago Jribune: 

CuicaGo, Dec. 3.—It is a fact, not so generally 
known, that there are buodreds of our Chicago 
pewepapers each week, folded and directed else- 
where, that never go farther tban the Post-Office 
here, but are burned for the waut of sufficient 
postage,—the law, since last February, requir- 
ing ali the postage prepaid. One cent an ounce 
is. required. Tus Cuicaco Trisvwe, for io- 
stance,—the daily,—weighs 8 ounces, and the 
Sunday paper 5 ounces. I have recently been 
told by an important employe at our Post-Office 
that Monday morning of each week they burn at 
least 3 or 4 bushels of papers for this very rea- 
eon. Now, allowing the cost of each paper, 5 
cents, beside the 2-cent stamp, it is easily shown 
that buodreds of dollars have been burned for 
this cause, mght bere, since lass February. As 
it is well known that Chicago cannot exist with- 
out a frequent cooflagration, I sup we 
ight be satisfied that it is confined sitbin the 
li of the Post-Office, but it is a burning 
shame that such is the law, that people are 
not kept better informed of it. It is expected, 
i believe, that, with other important things the 
next Congress is expected to do, this evil will be 
remedied.

was called by the Judge, a dark complexioned, 
sal.ow-taced man, probably about 32 yea:s of 
age, arose and was awoin.

When he was dis- 
charged from jail he «as helped by a geverous 
friend, who wishes to be nameless, but who was 
owe of the.sufferers by the defalcation, aod 
agein @ year ago that friend made a second loan 
tu Ferguson, on bis represeatation that he was 
and could nothing to do. 
If a man has gmity of a crime, and is 
trying to live it down, all belp should be given 
bim, ad it would be cruelty to blazon abroad 
his failiogs, bus Ferguson cannot claim this 
right, for though be has bad opportunity to re- 
pair bis wrong, be seems to have neglected the 
chadce, and his punishment, even if mot suc- 
cessful in bis own case, will be a severe waroing 
to ochers who may be inclined in the same direo- 
tion.
